the Department or Agriculture in the
greenhouses at Fourteenth and B Streets
Northwest. The show will clontlnue all
week and the greenhouses will be open
to the public dally from 9 a. m. to
9 p. m.

The chrysanthemum show In Washing
ton Is one of the events of the year for
florists In all parts of the country. Many
of them write the Agricultural Depart'
ment weeks ahead to ascertain the date
of the opening In order that they may
be on hand to study the methods ot
the government florists at first hand.

OflJcIals at the department fear that the
exhlbwjon Mais year may not be as
varied as In previous jears. as the un-
usually warm weather which prevailed
during the early fall stimulated the
growth of the plants to an undesirable
degree and forced the blooms before the
stems were fully hardened.
